EXPERTING BOOKS 


Good roads 
and additional facilities for education 
are 


urged by the chamber 
of commerce 
as subjects of primary 


importance 
in Amador 
county. 
No one willquestion the 


value of these matters in the upbuilding of any community. 
Iftho good roads' movement 
aims to secure better 
results 


from tho money expended for road purposes in this county 
every one willheartily cooperato to that end. 
If,however, 


it is aimed to raise more 
money from the taxpayers to bo 


expended by tho supervisoraundor 
the ruinously wasteful 


system that has prevailed for so many years, there is likely 
to bo a sharp division of sentiment 
on such an issuo. 
Tho 


newly organized 
chamber of commorco can find amplo field 


for work outside of controversial questions, or issues which 
point to an increased 
tax rate. 
Wo do not 
believe 
tho 


chambor 
of commorco 
desires 
to forco any issuo calcu- 


lated to awaken a factional opposition. 


It is a debatcable 
question 
whether tho board of super- 


visors have authority to appoint any salaried officer for any 
purpose, unless empowered 
to do so by express provision 


oflaw. 
Some time ago the board appointed J. S. Jack of 


Calaveras county to expert the books of county officers for 
the past four years, fixing'the compensation 
for said work 


at $5 per day, reserving the right to annul the appointment 
at any time they saw fit. Under this peculiar appointment 
the expert has been at work for several months. 
There is 


no limit fixed within which the^work must be completed, or 
the per diem must cease. 
The only reservation is that the 


board reserves 
the right to revoke 
the appointment 
at 


pleasure. 
This reservation 
may have been 
injected 
with 


the object of preventing the job from being spun out to an 
unreasonable 
length, or itmay have been inserted for some 


other purpose. 
There 
is no telling how long a work of 


this character willlast. 
It-can bo strung out for a long| 


period of time, according to the elaborateness 
of the report 


to be made. 
In a blanket contract 
of this kind the term 


of the employment is largely within the keeping of the ex-; 
pert. 
So there is no telling how much the. taxpayers will 


be called upon to pay for this experting 
business. 
That 


such an arrangement, 
even conceding itslegality, must' be 


viewed with disfavor by those who are called upon to foot 
the bills is beyond 
question. 
Certainly 
no prudent man 


inthe conduct 
of.his private business would dream of ac- 


ceping this wide open contract as a model worthy of imita- 
tion. He would want to know beforehand 
something about 


the probable cost. 
Already this experting has cost several 


hundred dollars. 
There is no telling how much more it 


willcost before itis completed. 
Ifthe supervisors 
elect to 


terminate the employment 
before 
the task is completed, 


all the money that may have been paid oui for the unfin- 
ished product will have 
been wasted as far as practical 


results are concerned. 
The main questions 
to be deter- 


mined by an examination 
of official books are twofold. 


Ist. Whether the books properly balance. 


' 
2nd. Whether 


the revenue of the county has been faithfully collected and 
disbursed in accordance 
withlaw. 
When these issues are 


squarely met by an expert's report, the pubiic willbe satis 
fled. 
On the other hand, ifthe investigation fails in these 


respects, 
no matter how elaborate in its details in other 


respects, it willfall short of its purpose in the estimation 
of the people. 
Taxpayers 
want to know whether the ser- 


vants whom they have 
elected to transact the public busi- 


ness have faithfully and honestly discharged 
their duties. 


•The law provides 
that 
where the work to bo done in- 


volves an exponso of $300 or more, the same 
must be let 


by contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder. 
The wisdom 


of this provision is indisputable. 
We see no reason why 


tho experting of public records should not fall within its 
scope. 
The experting in this case has 
already exceeded 


the limit, withthe end still out of sight. 
To hire work of 


this kind done at so much per diem is far from being the 
safer or more commendable 
course,
